Os  the  12th  of  July  the  Orangemen  in  Ireland  were  accustomed  to 
celebrate  the  battle  of  the  Boyne  with  every  circumstance  of  insult 
and  outrage  to  the  Catholics.  These  pious  orgies  have  latterly  been 
forbidden  by  Government;  but,  notwithstanding  the  prohibition, 
the  dominant  faction,  calculating  on  favour  for  impunity,  make  at¬ 
tempts  to  continue  them  here  and  there,  according  to  their  reliance  on 
their  strength,  their  appetite  for  exasperation,  or  the  temptations  of 
opportunity.  The  Catholics  are  on  the  alert  to  watch  these  out- 
breakings  of  Church  and  State,  and  to  meet  lawless  provocation  with 
lawless  violence.  Such  being  the  state  of  things,  the  disposition  to 
insult,  licensed  by  long  habit  existing  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  angry 
expectation  of  it  correspondingly  strong  on  the  other,  large  assemblages 
of  armed  men,  and  riots  on  the  12th  of  July,  are  no  more  strange  in 
Ireland  than  are  drunken  frays  in  the  streets  of  London  in  the  seasons 
of  Easter  and  Christmas.  On  the  last  Anniversary,  five  hundred  of 
the  peasantry,  prepared  for  combat,  concentrated  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Ballynaroore,  with  the  design  of  preventing  the  Orange'celebration 
which  was  believed  to  be  intended  in  that  place.  The  Kino’s  troops 
marched  against  them  and  dispersed  them.  A  twelvemonth  ago  a 
report  of  such  an  affair  would' have  crept  unnoticed  into  the  back 
pages  of  the  daily  newspapers,  and  enjoyed  a  literary  association  with 
extraordinarily  large  turnips,  the  strange  fecundity  of  pigs,  the  ringing 
of  bob-majors  on  parish  bells,  or  walks  for  wagers,  and  such  every-day 
prodigies  of  the  press ;  but  now  mark  the  use  which  is  made  of  it. 
We  entreat  the  reader  to  observe  every  word,  turn,  and  expression  in 
the  following  mystification  of  the  Timet,  which,  gross  and  palpable  as 
it  is,  is  yet  artful  enough  to  be  mischievous  where  stupidity,  timidity, 
sod  a  greedy  apprehension  of  any  topic  of  alarm,  'Ore  ever  ready  to 
entertain  a  tale  of  exaggeration. 

**  The  news  from  Ireland  is  of  a  diitressiog  character,  though  it  will 
create  no  surprise  in  the  readers  of  this  journal,  in  which  the  mischief  has 
been  at  once  confidently  predicted,  and  most  anxiously  deprecated.  At 
Ballynamore,  in  the  counry  of  Leitrim,  an  armed  body  of  insurgents  ap* 
feared  last  Saturday  week,  in  order,  in  the  first  instance,  to  prevent  the 
•xMutiqn  of  an  intention  which  had  been  already  very  prudently  relin¬ 
quished,— namply,  that  of  celebrating  the  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  the 
Iroyne  by  the  Protestants, — >but  undoubtedly  murder  and  misrule  of  every 
description  teould  have  followed.  Government  was  acquainted  with  the 
movements  of  the  disafiected,  and  prepared  to  suppress  them.  This  was 
done  with,  what  we  should  call,  in  any  other  case,  but  little  trouble ;  but 
DO  term  expressive  of  indiffereuce  should  be  used  when  one  is  speaking  of 
(fjeiV  discord,** 

First,  the  mere  rioters  of  the  season  are  raised  to  the  importance  of 
!  i^iurgentsj  then,  murder  and  misrule  would  undoubtedly  have  fol¬ 
lowed  their  proceedings  had  they  not  been  controlled — a  revelation 
which  does  no  signal  honour  to  the  omniscience  of  the  l^imet  news¬ 
paper,  as  in  our  recollection  of  Ireland  misrule  has  been  perpetual, 
and  murder  its  common  attendant ;  lastly,  the  writer  speaks,  as  with 
a  si^djBn  solemnity  becoming  a  sudden  occasion,  of  “  civil  discord,” 
HI  a  land  which,  tM^^  England,  has  never  for  centuries  been  free 
from  it.  Would  supposed  from  all  this,  that  before  the 

ilH)veinent  of  those  five  hundred  Leitrim  peasants,  Ireland  was  in 
pmCound  peace  and  union  ?  To  continue— 

f^he  rebels  are  described  as  amounting  to  500  in  number,  and  certainly 
a  good  position,  fbr  they  had  a  b^  in  their  rear,  which  might  be 
on  foot,  but  which  would  not  sustain  cavalry.  They  in  consequence 
wked  at  a  troop  of  Lancers  which  was  brought  against  them  without 
»  hut  on  seeing  these  file  off  to  make  way  for  a  body  of  infantry  and 
P®Hce,  they  fled  with  rapidity.  A  Priest  had  offered  before,  to  use  bis 
^unvonri  to  dimrse  the  insurgents ;  but  the  condition  very  properly  in- 
rMH  hy  the  Government  party— that  the  arms  should  be  surrendered— 
«red  the  negotiation  abortive.  As  a  military  affair,  this  would  be  very 
•og  indeed;  but  as  bappemng  in  a  part  of  the  United  Kingdom,  and 
°  qf  civil  war,  it  is  most  fearfuL  Reports  state

**  Report  states  that  40,000  insurgents  had  been  seen  in  arms.  This 
is  a  foolish  exaggeration,”  &c. 

It  is  thus  that  Tony  Lumpkin  in  the  comedy  trifles  with  Mrs  Hard- 
castled  fears ; 

**  There’s  a  highwayman  with  a  pistol  as  long  as  my  arm !  Don’t  be 
afraid,  mother,  don’t  be  afraid,  mother,  its  only  a  cow.” 

The  cow  was  as  capable  of  exaggeration  by  the  wag  into  a  high¬ 
wayman,  as  the  five  hundred  Leitrim  rioters  were  capable  of  exagge¬ 
ration  by  the  Timet  into  a  rebellion,  and  by  still  more  imaginative 
authorities  into  a  force  of  40,000  insurgents. 

We  now  come  to  that  which  is  yet  more  unreasonable,  but  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  principle  of  such  malignant  viciousness  as  to  forbid 
the  smile  that  might  otherwise  be  provoked  by  the  absurdity: 

**  However,  the  mischief  being  now  begun,  which  may  end  no  one  can 
tell  when**  [which;  if  it  had  any  beginning  at  all,  ended  where  it  begun}, 

**  we  shall  frankly  state  our  opinion  on  a  sulnect  so  important,  not  only  to  the 
well-being,  but  almost  to  the  existence  of  the  state.  <  Timely  concession, 
and  a  due  consideration  of  the  rights  of  mankind,  ought  to  have  prevented 
this  rising,  and  would  have  pacified  Ireland ;  but  though  we  trust  that  the 
suppression  of  the  present  commotion  will  be  followed  by  acts  of  clemency, 
and  a  restitution  of  the  Irish  people  to  the  full  enjoyment  of  the  Constitu-  , 
tion,  no  concession  of  any  kind  should  proceed  from  the  Government  till 
the  rebellion  is  totally  put  down,  and  those  who  have  moved  in  it  be  taught 
that  they  have  nothing  to  expect  from  war,  but  all  from  peace.” 

If  tyranny  wanted  a  pander,  here  is  the  agent  to  hold  the  door  to 
its  crimes,  and  to  preach  pleasure  to  its  lusts.  What  is  the  gist  of  the 
writer’s  argument?  England, he  declares,  has  been  unjust  to  Ireland  ; 
she  denies  her  fair  claims,  and  irritates  her,  as  the  journalist  prides 
himself  on  having  rationally  foreseen,  into  rebellion ;  but,  exhorts  he» 
having  produced  this  state  of  things  by  injustice,  during  its  con¬ 
tinuance,  make  no  concession  to  right ;  conquer  by  brute  force  the 
violence  you  have  provoked;  and  teach  the  injured  that  the  sacrifice 
of  blood  in  a  confessed  bad  cause  is  preferred  to  the  compelled  $^r-r 
render  of  justice.  A  frightful  mischief  is  produced  by  a  wrong,  and 
the  existence  of  the  mischief  is  then  made  an  argument  for  the  ccfusal 
of  the  right.  This  is  an  argument  monstrously  cruel  and  nonsensical, 
but  the  use  of  it  is  of  no  small  antiquity  in  the  practice  of  bad  Govern-* 
ments,  and  in  the  admonitions  of  their  servile  partisans.  In  a  masterly 
article  on  Scott’s  Napoleon,  in  the  last  Wetlminsler  Review',  we  fina 
the  very  fallacy  under  consideration  combatted.  The  historian  leaving 
deplored  that  that  policy  was  not  pursued  by  Louis  the  XVIih  to¬ 
wards  his  dissatisfied  subjects,  which  the  Tones  exhorts  GxonoE  IV 
to  adopt  in  the  supposed  case  of  an  Irish  rebellion,  the  Reviewer 
remarks : — 

**  To  tell  us  that  Louis  ought  to  have  put  down  the  tumults,  and  to  have 
renounced  despotism, — wheu  if  he  had  renouaced  despotism,  there  would 
have  been  no  tumults  to  put  down, — is  a  very  pleasant  way  of  begging  the 
question  against  the  people.  Other  persons  besides '  Kings  would  have 
reason  to  be  thankful  for  a  similar  lesson  of  morality.  You  rob  a  man  of 
his  watch :  the  man,  discovering  the  theft,  seizes  you  by  the  collar,  and 
insists  upon  your  giving  back  the  stolen  property:  at  this  juncture  Sir 
Walter  Scott  comes  up,  and  lectures  you  at  rollows :  *  Knock  down  the 
insolent  aggressor:  wheu  you  have  done  this, I  shall  then  hold  you  infinitely 
criminal  if  you  do  not  restore  to  him  his  watch ;  but  in  the  mean  time  r 
will  gladly  assist  you  in  chastising  him,  his  violence  deserves  it.'  ” — 

Rev,  p.  293. 

In  this  illustration  there  are  the  argument,  the  temper,  the  Baorality, 
everything,  in  short,  but  the  exact  words  of  our  worthy  Titnet,  Ita 
motives  we  must  leave  it  to  explain.  For  ourselves,  we  can  hardly 
believe  that  personal  pique  towards  Mr  O'Conn ELf.  can  have  caused 
the  forward  recommendation  of  so  cruel  a  policy  towards  a  whole 
people  inflamed  by  admitted  wrongs;  nor  can  we,  on  the  other  band, 
imagine  in  the  writers  of  the  **  leading  journal”  such  a  crassitude  of 
stupidity  as  will  alone  absolve  them  from  moral  responsibility  for 
their  suggestions.  The  Thiet  roust  not  for  a  moment  suppose  that  it  is 
only  equally  censurable  with  Walter  Scott.  The  cases  are  aa 
widely  different  in  respect  of  humanity  as  in  the  positions  of  the  two 
writers.  Sir  Walier,  looking  back  at  the  deluge  of  blood  shed  iiv 
the  Revolution,  wishes  that  the  violence  in  the  Court  bad  outrun  tha 
violence  of  the  people,  and  prepared  tlie  way  for  what  he  conceiveR 
the  dignified  because  uncompelled  concession  of  just  demands.  The 
blood  having  been  spilt,  Sir  Walter  would  have  hod  it  diflcrenlly 
spilt,  for  what  he  judges  a  better  end.  The  Hwet  supposing,  as  it 
cnooses  to  do,  Ireland  in  rebellion,  argtm  protpeetitfeh  for  the  resbt- 
tnee  of  righti  which  would  omih  to  eStKioq  of  olood; 
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conscieuces  are  very  capricious  things  to  estimate ;  but  of  this  we  are  sure 
that  the  sufFering  widows  and  orphans  of  the  deluded  Loyalists  will  alwavi 
bless  the  integrity  and  mercy  of  Lords  Liverpool  and  Bexley.*'  ^

*  The  Caledonian  Canal,*  says*  the  Commissioners,  *  has  been  in 

interruption  since, the  date  of  our  last  report,  in  May  1827  *  bui  _ _ 

(stated  in  that  report  at  2,445/.)  not  being  sufficient  to  meet  the  ordinary 
expenditure  (stated  at  4,100/.,)  it  became  requisite  to  apply  to  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Treasury  for  authority  to  borrow  any  further 
moderate  sum  which  might  become  necessary.' 

**  In  the  last  year  the  Commissioners  reduced  the  rates  of  tonaage,  and 
the  rates  have  not  much  diminished.  The  deficiency  in  the  last  twelve 
months  is  1,300/.  The  number  of  ships  which  passed  through  in  that  time 
was  greater  than  in  the  previous  twelve  months,  but  less  than  in  1825-6. 

The  sum  of  the  transaction  is  this : — After  spending  977,000/.  in  making 
a  canal,  the  ships,  even  at  a  farthing  per  ton  per  mile,  will  not  use  it ;  and 
the  return  for  the  capital  is  from  1,300/.  to  1,700/.  a-year  less  than  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  keeping  up  the  works  and  collecting  the  tolls.  That  every  other 
part  of  the  concerns  of  the  Government,  except  those  of  which  the  results 
can  be  exhibited  in  Arabic  numerals,  should,  as  the  most  competent  judges 
inform  us,  be  most  successfully  conducted,  while  its  mercantile  enterprises 
always  fail,  is  a  fact  remarkable  in  itself,  and  surely  ought  to  form  a  warning 
against  its  engaging  in  any  schemes,  the  allurement  to  which  is  a  promise 
of  mercantile  profit.  What  is  to  be  done  with  the  Canal  we  do  not  know; 
selling  it  of  course  is  out  of  the  question,  and  so  is  giving  it;  for  not  even  a 
Scotsman  will  voluntarily  take  a  loss  of  1,500/.  a-year.  It  would  be  the 
most  prudent  plan  to  set  it  up  to  Dutch  auction,  in  order  to  ascertain  for 
what  sum,  now  paid  by  the  Government,  individuals  would  be  williug  to 
relieve  us  of  the  burden  which  it  has  purchased  for  a  million  sterling.” 

It  is  said  that  Government  is  to  advance  money  for  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Thames  Tunnel,  an  enterprise  the  profitable  tendency 
of  which  is  now  pretty  well  understood.  Making  a  hole  under  a 
river  is,  we  grant,  a  highly  ingenious  thing,  but  it  is  a  bagatelle  com¬ 
pared  with  the  holes  made  in  John  Bull's  pocket. 

The  stupidity  of  Juries  often  passes  human  understanding.  This 
week  a  Jury  at  Worcester  recommended  a  prisoner  guilty  of  a  brutal 
offence  to  mercy,  because,  explained  these  wiseacres,  they  thought  he 
was  not  aware  of  the  punishment  allotted  to  his  crime,  which  was  o/i/y 
rape !  One  of  the  reports,  the  Chronicle^  says,  that  they  brought  in 
their  verdict  with  much  reluctance,  though  the  evidence  was  perfectly 
clear;  and  on  such  sage  scruples  many  culprits  are  doubtless  acquitted; 
the  proof  being  sufficient,  but  the  idea  of  the  punishment  distasteful 
to  the  Jury.  The  remedy  for  this  mischief  is,  to  reduce  punishments 
to  the  standard  of  the  public  sentiment.  Death  should  be  reserved 
for  murder  only,  and  forced  labour,  of  different  degrees  of  hardship 
and  duration,  might  be  proportioned  to  all  other  crimes.  In  such  a 
state  of  the  law  the  feelings  of  Juries  would  allow  of  their  executing 
their  duties,  if  not  wisely,  at  least  conscientiously,  arid  according  to 
the  obligation  they  contract  with  society  on  being  impanelled.  The 
Worcester  Jury,  we  have  mentioned,  appear  to  have  blundered  from 
sheer  stupidity,  but  there  are  others  whose  judgments  are  warped  by 
an  aversion  to  a  rigour  which  exceeds  their  ideas  of  justice.  Erery 
man  in  his  senses  must  be  presumed  to  know  that  rape  is  criminal, 
and  that  the  perpetrator  deserves  a  heavy  punishment;  but  there  ^ 
many  who  may  be  of  opinion  that  death  is  loo  sever#  an  inflictioQ 
even  for  this  atrocity.

VIRGINIA-WATER  EXPEDITION. 

Ills  Majesty  is  ill  of  the  gout,  in  consequence,  we  are  told,  of  a  cold 
caught  on  the  Virginia-Water.  His  people  have  no  idea  of  the  various 
dangers  which  our  enterprising  Monarch  braves  on  these  unknown 
seas.  When  he  embarks,  it  is  the  established  etiquette  for  those  of 
his  attendants  who  do  not  accompany  him,  to  take  leave  of  him  on 
the  banks  with  tears  in  their  eyes,  and  to  put  up  fervent  prayers  for 
his  return,  which,  in  compliment  to  the  hazards,  is  treated  as  an  event 
rather  to  be  desired  than  expected.  The  King,  in  the  midst  of  these 
demonstrations,  embarks  with  an  air  of  calm  resolution,  as  if  prepared 
to  fish  for  his  livelihood,  or  perish  in  the  attempt.  It  is  said  that  he 
is  so  enamoured  of  nautical  enterprise,  as  to  propose  a  voyage  of 
discovery  on  the  Virginia-Waters.  Mr  Nash  is  to  make  some  desert 
islands,  and  his  Majesty  is  to  discover  and  name  them,  and  write  a 
narrative  of  his  adventures,  illustrated  with  plates,  which  will  be 
published  by  Murray,  and  greatly  commended  by  the  Quarterly. 
Gunter  is  to  give  the  tops  of  the  islands  the  snowy  appearance  of 
twelfth  cakes,  and  to  provide  ice  in  appalling  masses,  through  which 
the  indefatigable  crews  will  make  their  way  with  spoons.  It  was 
wished  to  contrive  some  whales,  but  the  Duke  of  Wellington  disliked 
the  bad  example  of  their  spouting,  and  the  idea  was  abandoned  out 
of  compliment  to  the  poor  dumb  creature  at  the  head  of  the  Cabinet. 

Thinking  it  superfluous  to  paint  the  rose,  or  throw  perfume  on 
the  violet,  we  give  the  two  following  paragraphs, — the  first  from  the 
Chronicle^  the  second  from  the  Globe, — without  the  addition  of  a 
comment. 

**  Treatment  or  American  Loyalists. — Some  few  episodes  in  the  his- 
tory  of  the  treatment  received  by  the  American  Loyalists,  from  Lords  Li¬ 
verpool  and  Bexley,  illustrate  more  forcibly  than  our  recent  quotation  from 
The  Englishman^  the  character  and  principles  of  that  machine  which  we 
dignify  by  the  name  of  Government.  When  Mr  Vansittart  (now  Lord 
Bexley)  offered  the  balance  of  the  Droits  of  Admiralty  as  a  compromise  of 
the  claims,  the  claimants  very  properly  remonstrated  against  what  they 
conceived  an  act  of  shuffling  and  injustice.  They  said,  *  For  more  than  30 
years  your  want  of  decision,  and  your  hostility  to  our  rights,  have  kept  us 
in  degradation  and  poverty  ;  the  majority  of  us  have  passed  the  age  of  en¬ 
joyment  ;  your  conduct  has  forced  us  to  throw  ourselves,  as  a  forlorn  hope, 
upon  an  assembly  of  your  own  adherents,  and  such  have  been  your  pro¬ 
ceedings.  So  just  are  our  claims,  that  even  your  partizans  have  voted 
against  you.  Why  then  talk  of  compromise — of  paying  us  a  few  shillings 
in  the  pound — unless  you  mean  to  declare  the  Government  a  bankrupt, 
and  pay  a  small  dividend  to  all  claimants  or  creditors  of  the  State  ?  If  our 
claims  are  just,  pay  us  all ;  if  unjust,  pay  us  nothing.*  The  sic  volo  was 
Mr  Vansittart's  only  reply.  When  the  balance  of  the  Droits  was  trans¬ 
ferred,  the  claimants  insisted  that  the  amount  was  142,000/.,  and  theTrea- 
»o<Tr*  ^ith  the  most  unblushing  hardihood,  asserted  it  to  be  only  62,000/. 
Asaertion  and  contradiction  were  iterated  and  reiterated,  until  the  claim- 
anta  gave  proofs  of  having  contrived  to  possesa  themselves  of  the  secret; 
and  then  it  woe  confessed  that  Lord  Liverpool  had  abstracted  two  sums  of 
fortg  thousand  pounds  each  to  pay  the  Kingfe  travelling  expenses  to  Scot¬ 
land  and  Ireland,  *  What,’  cried  the  Loyalists,  *  ai^  the  dignity,  the 
gratitude,  the  very  honesty  of  the  king  to  be  brought  into  question  by  his  \ 
aervants  aponging  from  the  poor  luiyalista  bis  Majesty’s  post-chaise  hire

A  Series  of  Old  Plays :  noto  for  the  first  time  reprinted  uniformly  with 
the  last  edition  of  l)odsley*s  Collection^  With  Illustrations  and 
Notes,  By  J.  Payne  Collier,  Esq.  No.  I,  The  Downfall  of 
Hubert  Fjorl  of  Huntington;  by  Anthony  Munday.*  No.  II,  The\ 
Death  of  Robert  Earl  of  Huntington ;  by  Anthony  Munday  and 
Henri/  Chettle,  S/c. 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  genuine  satisfaction  we  see  resumed  the  very 
laudable  and  spirited  efforts  to  snatch  from  growing  oblivion  these 
i  nteresting  specimens  of  the  most  worthy  predecessors  and  contem¬ 
poraries  of  our  great  dramatist.  The  idea  of  a  continuation  of  the 
Dodsley  Collection  was  an  extremely  happy  one,  and  it  has  been 
followed  up  with  equal  spirit,  taste,  and  learning.  After  a  careful 
perusal  of  the  new  series,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  entire  plays 
have  been  illustrated,  we  are  bound  to  observe  that  hitherto  we  have 
not  met  with  a  single  specimen  which,  on  the  mere  ground  of  intrinsic 
merit,  does  not  seem  well  entitled  to  republication,  independent  of 
the  dramatic  character  of  its  age.  Most  of  them,  indeed,  are  ex¬ 
tremely  interesting;  and  besides  many  noble  scenes  and  passages  of 
surpassing  splendour  and  beauty,  our  attention  is  rivetted  by  the  su¬ 
perior  invention  and  developementofthe  plot,  which,  with  the  genuine 
cast  of  characters,  have,  in  our  eyes  at  least,  more  genuine  attraction 
than  those  of  any  modern  novel.  The  two  last  numbers  now  before 
us,  both  in  point  of  subject  and  execution,  will  bear  comparison  with 
some  of  the  best  specimens  of  the  age;  and  in  particular  the  second 
part,  entitled  the  “  Death  of  the  Earl,”  which  abounds  in  passages 
of  true  dramatic  pathos,  eloquent  passion,  and  unaffected  simplicity. 

Of  these  it  will  be  more  agreeable  to  the  reader  if  we  give  a  tew 
brief  specimens,  than  to  enter  into  any  questions  of  minute  criticism, 
or  analysis  of  the  plots,  for  which  we  have  here  at  least  no  space.

In  the  second  part,  we  are  introduced  to  the  merry  Friar  Tuck, 
whose  best  points  have  been  so  happily  transferred  into  the  modern 
novel ;  and  it  may  be  observed,  that  Sir  Walter  Scott  has  adhered 
pretty  closely  to  the  facetious  character  and  exploits  of  the  Friar. 
Few  plays,  indeed,  abound  more  in  incident  and  character  than

recent  authority,  aaya,  that  it  haa  been  diacovered  that  the 
painting  WM  WQfksd  by  Mackabi.  Ang«lQ  iQ  ^ 
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when  »t  Rome,  was  at  the  pains  of  acquiring  a  pracjical  knowledge  of 
this  noble  mode  of  Art,  and  a  picture  of  his  is  now  on  its  way  to  London, 
which  has  been  successfully  cut  out  of  the  wall  on  which  he  had  j 
painted  it.  If  it  turn  out — as  we  are  informed  it  will — that  Mr  Lane 
has  really  mastered  the  difficulties  of  fresco  painting,  and  has  succeeded 
as  well  in  it  as  he  has  in  his  oil  painting— TAc  Vision  of  Joseph — an 
opportunity  will  be  presented  to  one  or  more  of  that  refined  few  who 
are  ambitious  of  being  regarded  as  promoters  of  the  Fine  Arts,  of  en- 
gaging  our  countryman  in  the  exercise  of  his  new  talent,  and  thus 
assisting  him  to  introduce  a  grand  species  of  Art  into  Great  Britain.  We 
understand  that  the  nature  of  its  climate  is  no  obstacle  whatever  to  so 
desirable  an  object. 

Exgratings. — In  the  toning,  or  general  look  of  clearness,  softness,  and 
force,  together  with  the  bright  coming  out  of  the  finely-marked  face  in 
Mr  Watts*  line  engraving,  from  Mr  Newton’s  animated  portrait  of 
Mr  T.  Moore^  the  public  are  gratified  with  a  finished  print  of  the  poet. 
These  beauties  are  eminent  too  in  Mr  Doo’s  print  from  Sir  T.  Law¬ 
rence's  capital  portrait  of  Lord  Eldon^  but  the  dotted  and  excellently 
fleshy  character  of  the  face  would  have  been  in  complete  unison  with 
the  rest  of  the  engraving  in  line,  had  its  lightest  parts  been  worked  gra¬ 
dually  into  more  decided  line  in  the  shadows,  as  was  the  practice  of  Sir 
R.  Strange,  one  of  the  best  of  the  very  rare  engravers  of  natural  flesh. 
This  would  have  been  a  medium  of  connexion  between  the  dotting  of  the 
flesh  and  the  lines  on  the  coat,  &c.  Mr  Englehart  has  gone  rather  too 
much  into  an  opposite  practice,  by  carrying  the  line  too  decidedly  on  the 
light  in  the  flesh  of  the  young  female  who  is  sullenly  refusing  the  young 
farmer  in  his  beautiful  print  of  Duncan  Gratf,  from  Mr  Wilkie's  picture. 
From  the  same  master's  picture  of  Distraining  for  Rent^  Mr  Raimbach 
has  engraved  a  fine  large  line  plate  with  uncommon  attention  to  a  spe¬ 
cific  character  in  the  inanimate  objects— the  animate  has  not  the  fleshy 
look  which  is  best  denoted  by  the  mixed  dot  and  line  just  referred  to, 
but  it  is  complete  in  its  most  essential  qualities  of  drawing,  and  in  the 
saddened  expression  of  the  poor  renter  and  his  family,  and  that  of  his 
friends,  who  threaten  the  distrainer  and  his  apathetic  assistants.  This 
engraved  scene  is  a  home  appeal  to  the  heart,  if  not  to  the  understanding, 
against  the  cruel  constitution  of  the  law  respecting  debtor  and  creditor. 
What  has  just  now  been  said  of  the  flesh  is  applicable  to  the  faces,  &c. 
in  Mr  Warren's  plate  from  the  pleasing  picture  by  Mr  Witherinoton 
— BeggaVs  Petition — the  touches  and  forms  of  which  picture  the  able 
engraver  has  translated  with  detailed  exactness. 

The  Scent  from  Paul  Pry^  by  G.  Clint,  has  been  capitally  engraved  in 
mezzotinto  by  Mr  Thomas  Lupton.  The  portrait  of  Liston,  said  to  be 
the  only  one  that  comic  genius  ever  sat  for  in  character,  is  full  of  rich 
expression  j  and  the  effect  of  the  print  generally  is  lively,  brilliant,  and 
suitable  to  the  subject.  R.  H.

THE  NATIONAL  DEBT  BILL. 

The  Earl  of  Shaftesbury  moved  the  third  reading  of  the  National 
Debt  Bill. 

Lord  Bexley  begged  leave  to  say  a  few  words  before  the  passing  of  the 
Bill.  The  Report  of  the  Finauce  Committee  had  been  laid  on  the  table  of 
the  other  House  of  Parliament,  and  it  was  his  intention  to  move  that  a  mes¬ 
sage  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Commons  for  a  copy  of  the  report.  It  was  one 
of  the  most  important  financial  documents  which  had  ever  been  laid  before 
Parliament,  and  he  had  never  seen  so  large  a  mass  of  financial  information 
so  clearly  stated.  If  he  had  uot  said  thus  much  in  its  praise,  he  should  not 
have  done  justice  to  the  talents  and  abilities  of  those  who  bad  drawn  the 
reports  up.  He  did  not,  however,  concur  with  all  the  recommendations  in 
mat  report  He  had  no  objection  to  limit  the  issues  for  the  reduction  of  the 
debt  to  3,000,000/.  for  the  present  year,  because  it  appeared  that  the  surplus 
over  the  expenditure  would  not  exceed  that  amount,  and  he  was  of  opinion 
;  ^Uh  the  Committee  that  it  was  only  on  the  clear  suiplus  that  any  solid  sys¬ 
tem  of  redemption  could  be  adopted.  Whatever  nonsense  had  been  talked 
M  the  subject  of  the  redemption  of  the  debt  by  borrowing,  he  was  sure  that 
Mr  Put  had  never  proposed  any  such  shallow  artifice.  Even  Dr  Price's 
computations  about  a  penny  put  out  at  compound  interest  at 
n!)™*  Saviour,  turned  upon  the  principle  of  having  a  clear  surplus

During  the  war  the  support  of  the 
g  fund  Wit  so  efficacious  as  to  shew  that  at  any  period  of  it  our  fluan- 


cial  state  was  better  that  when  the  war  began.  In  1813,  we  had  arrived  at  the 
crisis  of  the  war,  when,  if  ever  it  could  be  ju.stified,  the  operation  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  might  be  suspended,  and  he  had  then  felt  it  his  dutv  to  recom¬ 
mend  a  reduction  of  that  Fund.  He  was  then  placed  in  one  of  the  most 
arduous  situations  it  had  ever  fallen  to  the  lot  of  a  man  to  fill.  There  was, 
on  the  one  side,  every  encouragement  to  go  on ;  for  there  was  then,  after  the 
glorious  victories  obtained  by  the  Noble  Duke  opposite,  a  great  prospect  of 
successfully  terminating  the  war;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  it  was  felt  that 
taxation  had  reached  its  maximum,  and  could  not  be  carried  further,  with¬ 
out  occasioning  very  great  distress.  In  the  view  he  then  took,  he  s?w  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  the  possibility  of  obtaining  a  resource.  The  Sinking  Fund, 
in  1813,  amounted  to  nearly  16,000,000/.  a  year,  a  larger  sum,  he  thought, 
than  was  neceasary,  or  could  with  safety  be  applied  in  time  of  peace  to  the 
redemption  of  debt ;  for  it  would  overflow  the  Money  Market,  and  cause  a 
great  efflux  of  capital  from  the  country — a  view  which  had  been  confirmed 
by  what  had  taken  place  since  the  peace.  He  thought,  therefore,  he  might 
take  from  that  fund  the  sum  already  appropriated  to  the  redemption  of  debt. 
From  1813  to  1815  we  had  to  provide  a  sum  of  303,000,000/.  w'hich  had 
been  provided  for  without  a  necessity  for  additional  taxes  by  application  to 
the  Sinking  Fund.  Notwithstanding  this  astonishing  expenditure,  he  did 
not  leave  the  finances  of  the  country  in  a  dilapidated  condition ;  for  his  Noble 
Friend  who  succeeded  him  in  office,  began  by  repealing  taxes  to  the  extent 
of  3,000,000/.  In  the  last  five  years  twenty-eight  millions  of  taxes  had 
been  repealed,  lie  did  not  object  to  the  repeal  of  taxation,  but  he  thought 
it  might  have  been  in  this  instance  too  rapid.  Such  having  been  our  suc¬ 
cess  then,  he  would  recommend  the  Noble  Duke  to  persevere  with  the  Sink¬ 
ing  Fund  as  established  by  Mr  Pitt.  He  did  not  object  to  the  present  Bill  ; 
it  was  only  temporary,  and  would  give  the  Noble  Duke  and  his  colleagues 
time  to  make  full  and  ample  inquiries  iuto  the  subject,  and  he  was  sure  that 
further  inquiries  would  only  induce  them  to  persevere,  for  they  would  find 
Mr  Pitt’s  plans  capable  of  realizing  all  their  expectations.  He  thought  it 
was  a  subject  for  congratulation  that  the  population  was  increasing  one  and  a 
half  per  cent,  since  this  increase  would  be  accompanied  by  an  increase  in  the 
revenue.  The  increase  in  the  last  five  years  had  been  750,000/.;  and  he 
thought  that  in  the  next  five  it  would  be  more  than  l,000,00u/. 

The  Duke  of  Wellington  said,  the  interest  we  were  now  paying  on  all 
the  sums  borrowed  during  the  war,  exceeded  but  very  little  five  per  cent. ; 
and  this  fact  could  only  be  attributed  to  the  Sinking  Fund,  which  had  sup¬ 
ported  us  in  our  difficulties,  though  it  was  now  so  much  abused,  lie  hoped 
the  result  of  that  Report  and  the  discussions  which  had  ensued  in  the  other 
House  of  Parliament,  and  would,  most  probably,  hereafter  take  place  ia 
their  Lordships'  House,  would  put  an  end  to  all  the  fallacies  that  now  pre¬ 
vailed  on  this  subject,  and  convince  Parliament  and  the  country  that  its  sal¬ 
vation  would  depend  on  keeping  up  an  efficient  Sinking  Fund.  Whether 
there  should  be  three  millions  a  year  or  a  larger  sura — whether  it  should  be 
a  fixed  sura,  or  a  sum  voted  annually — was  not  then  the  question.  He  must, 
however,  say,  that  an  efifective  Sinking  Fund  must  be  had  from  the  surplus 
of  revenue  over  expenditure.  This  was  what  no  man  could  now  doubt; 
and  the  Ministers  would  not  do  their  duty  if  they  did  not  ensure  such  a  surplus 
profit  by  the  roost  rigid  economy,  as  far  as  it  could  be  carried ;  and  next, 
by  other  measures,  by  which  s  surplus  could  be  obtained. 

The  Bill  was  then  a  third  time  and  passed  ;  and  Lord  Bexley's  motion 
was  agreed  to. 

Friday,  July  25. 

Tlie  Royal  Assent  was  given  by  commission  to  several  bills  ;  after  which 
the  House  adjourned  till  one  o'clock  on  Monday,  when  it  is  understood  the 
prorogation  will  take  place. 

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

Monday,  July  21. 

At  six  o'clock  there  were  about  50  Members  present,  but  no  Speaker. 
Mr  Ley,  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House,  then  addressed  the  Members  pre¬ 
sent,  and  said  it  was  his  duty  to  read  a  letter  he  had  received  from  the 
Speaker.  He  then  read  a  letter  to  the  following  eflfect: — 

**  Sir, — 1  request  you  will  acquaint  the  House  of  Commons  the  great 
concern  I  feel  at  not  being  able  to  attend  their  service  this  day,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  death  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  this  morning  at  eleven 
o'clock.  “  Yours  obediently, 

(Signed)  •*  Manners  Sutton.” 

Mr  Peel  said  that,  although  under  ordinary  circumstauces  they  should 
feel  it  incumbent  on  them  to  adjourn  for  at  least  three  or  four  days,  the 
present  state  of  public  business  would  reader  such  a  delay  in  the  highest 
degree  inconvenient.  He  therefore  hoped  that  the  Speaker  might  bo  pre¬ 
vailed  on  to  come  down  for  a  short  time  tomorrow,  when  an  adjournment 
would  be  moved. 

The  House  then  rose. 

Tuesday,  July  22. 

The  Speaker,  on  taking  the  Chair  at  the  usual  hour,  said — Before  the 
House  proceeds  to  business,  1  hope  I  may  be  permitted  to  express  my  sincere 
regret  at  having  been  obliged  to  put  it  to  some  ioconvenience  yesterday, 
and  to  state  my  deep  sense  of  the  obligation  I  feel  for  the  kindness  and 
consideration  with  which  1  have  been  treated  upon  this  as  well  as  on  all 
former  occasions.  I  have  to  acquaint  the  House,  that  I  this  day  r^eived  a 
Petition  from  the  Hanaper  Office.  Dublin,  signed  by  Sir  Hugh  Dillon  and 
otliers,  complaining  of  the  undue  election  of  Daniel  O'Connell  for  the 
county  of  Claie,  he  being  by  law  disqualified  from  sitting ;  and  prsyiug 
that  the  name  of  the  Right  Hon.  W.  V.  Fitzgerald,  the  other  candidate, 
who  was  duly  elected,  be  inserted  in  the  room  of  that  of  the  laid  Danit  1 
O’Connell. 
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The  petition  was  read,  and  ordered  to  be  taken  Into  consideration  on 
Thursday  the  21st  of  August. 

The  House  adjourned  to  Friday.

aflTairs  of  trade.  No  one  would  have  expected  from  them  the  contemplation 
uf  any  original  design  for  the  furtherance  of  Mr  Huskisson’s  great  object ; 
neither  was  it  necessary— the  foundation  was  laid,  and  the  superstructure 
only  wanted  raising  ;  but  certainly  the  country,  especially  after  the  pledges 
that  had  been  given  to  uphold  the  system,  did  expect  that  even  the  present 
Government  would  have  had  vigour  to  pursue  a  course  so  plainly  marked 
oat,  instead  of  lending  themselves  in  effect  to  the  insidious  designs  of 
every  monopolist  in  the  empire.  We  have  before  made  the  assertion,  and 
we  repeat  it  now  with  still  greater  confidence,  inasmuch  as  we  are  con- 
Armed  on  the  point  by  a  great  increase  of  information,  that  the  Trading 
Interest  of  the  country,  as  contradistinguished  from  adveuturers  and  mono¬ 
polists,  is  favourable  to  the  liberal  system  of  commerce ;  and  is  it  not 
natural  men  of  capital  should  be  sol  Must  not  they  wish  to  see  every 
branch  of  trade  put  upon  the  soundest  footing,  and  free  from  those  eternal 
vacillations  which  the  despicable  system  of  protecting  duties  must  always 

riroduce  ?  Our  late  advices  from  real  dond  jide  manufacturers,  (not  specu- 
ators  who  only  look  to  the  expediency  of  the  moment) ,  are  lamentable,  ^ey 
describe  commerce  as  being  in  a  state  of  confusion  which  has  been  by  them 
unexpected,  and  which  would  not  have  occurred  if  Ministers  had  possessed 
only  the  common  tact  of  pursuing  a  wise  course  plainly  chalked  out  to 
them.  They  have  now  opened  the  mouth  of  every  clamorous  idiot  who 
choo^  to  denounce  free  trade ;  and  thereby,  we  fear,  will  sacrifice  the 
best  interests  of  the  real  trading  community. 

There  is  some  excitement  in  the  Sugar  Market  at  present,  owing,  we 
suspect,  to  the  previously  low  stocks  of  retail  dealers,  wno  are  now  in  some 
measure  forced  into  the  market  as  purchasers.  There  have  been  some  con¬ 
siderable  purchases  in  Refined  Suj^rt ;  Muscovadoea  have  also  been  in 
demand,  but  at  reduced  prices.— Spice  Market  is  steady  in  value,  but 
the  businen  in  it  limited.— I^ltpetre  is  enquired  after,  at24s.

LONDON,  July  27,  1828. 

The  positive  information  received  during  the  past  week,  of  the 
progress  of  the  Russians,  may  be  summed  up  very  briefly.  B 
appears  that  Anapa,  a  fortress  in  Asiatic  Turkey,  which  was  attacked 
by  the  force  of  Admiral  Greio  and  Prince  Menzikoff,  has  surren¬ 
dered,  as  also  another  named  Tuleza.  The  army  under  tlie  Emperor 
has  also  been  reinforced,  and  its  advanced  guards  have  reached  Man* 
galia  and  Kouzgoun,  standing  about  half-way  between  Karassa  and 
Bazardschik,  the  first  place  where  it  is  likely  to  be  formidably 
opposed.  'This  road  of  advance  which  is  nearer  the  sea  than  that  of 
Schumla,  has  been  preferred,  with  a  view  to  a  facility  of  supply  from 
the  fleet ;  and  as  all  the  accounts  agree  that  every  port  and  place  of 
strength  along  the  coast  of  the  Black  Sea  will  soon  be  in  Russian 
session,  the  competent  accommodation  of  the  army  will  thus  w 
secured.  On  the  other  hand,  letters  from  Constantinople  state  tna 
the  Kiaja  Bey,  as  well  as  Grand  Vizier,  had  set  out  for  Adrianopiei 
and  that  the  former  will  command  a  vanguard  of  100,000  men.  A 
the  males,  from  12  to  70,  were  flocking  to  he  inspected,  and 
capable  of  being  in  the  least  serviceable  were  sent  off  to  i.

I'  5j,cholas,  reached  Vienna  on  the  11th  inst.  on  his  way  to  join  the 

head  quarters  of  that  Sovereign,  whom  he  will  attend  in  the  camp,  the 
same  as  at  St  Petersburg. 

The  commercial  letters  received  from  Lisbon  reach  to  the  16th 

Iinst.  Ail  was  alarm  and  despondency,  and  many  of  the  British  resi¬ 
dents,  deeming  themselves  unsafe,  were  preparing  to  remove.  The 
emigration  of  natives,  too,  was  immense.  A  notice  of  the  renaoval  of 
the  blockade  of  Oporto  has  been  stuck  up  at  Lloyd's,  in  which  the 
Portuguese  Consul  dextrously  evades  all  mention  of  Miguel,  either 
as  King  or  Regent.  It  now  appears  that  France  never  admitted  the 
blockade  in  question;  the  hasty— nay  almost  anxious— acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  which  by  our  Metternich  precawn.  Lord  Aberdeen,  pro¬ 
duced  irreparable  mischief  to  the  Constitutional  cause  at  Oporto. 
It  seems  that  some  dextrous  naval  operators  are  playirig  the  pirate 
on  Miguel’s  flag,  which,  without  hoisting  any  of  their  own,  they 
affect  not  to  know  aught  a^ut :  several  armed  vessels  of  this  honest 
description,  it  is  said,  are  cruizing  off  the  Tagus. 

The  Commission  appointed  in  the  French  Chamber  of  Deputies, 
to  enquire  into  the  propriety  of  impeaching  the  administration  of 
M.  de  Villele,  have  delivered  in  their  report.  The  conclusion  is 
the  assertion  of  grounds  for  charging  the  late  Minister  with  pecula¬ 
tion  and  treason;  a  decision,  however,  which  was  adopted  only  by  a 
majority  of  flve  to  four.  The  criminal  acts  enumerated  are  ranged 
under  flfteen  heads.  The  French  Chambers,  in  the  simplicity  of 
their  inexperience,  seem  to  regard  Ministerial  responsibility  as  some¬ 
thing  beyond  a  joke;  and  have  put  down  the  plea  of  prerogative  as 
justificatory  of  those  who  advise  to  an  injurious  exercise  of  it.  We 
wonder  whether  any  English  Minister  will  lose  his  head  for  his 
advice  in  regard  to  the  probable  approaching  harvest  of  blood  and 
desolation  in  Ireland. 

Letters  from  the  United  States  speak  of  the  commotion  in  the  South 
of  the  Union,  in  consequence  of  the  adoption  of  the  new  tariff.  Some 
warm  spirits  in  South  Carolina,  in  particular,  are  for  abandoning  the 
Federation, — a  sort  of  silk  trade  and  ship-owner  ebullition  reversed  ; 
and  natural  enough  in  the  growers  of  cotton  and  tobacco,  whose 
interests  may  be  rapidly  affected  were  Great  Britain  to  be  diverted  to 
another  market.  The  wisdom  of  this  early  attempt  to  force  domestic 
manufactures  is  very  problematical ;  but  it  is  the  most  amusing  thing 
in  the  world  to  listen  to  suggestions  of  its  unfairness  and  hostility  in 
certain  quarters  at  home.  Truly  a  country  where  the  legislators, 
and  principally  for  their  own  interest,  condemn  an  entire  population 
to  purchase  at  twice  its  value  a  prime  necessary  of  life,  the  produce 
of  which  cannot  be  materially  increased  at  home,  and  who  are  also 
solicitous  to  clothe  us  upon  nearly  the  same  principle,  has  little  right 
to  advert  to  similar  impolicy  on  the  part  of  others.  Moreover,  there 
is  no  absolute  impediment  to  America  becoming  a  manufacturing 
country,  while  Great  Britain  must  always  be  limited  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  corn.  The  United  States  may  be  premature  in  this  policy; 
and,  indeed,  we  think  that  they  are  so;  but  it  is  unspeakably  impu¬ 
dent  in  the  advocates  of  the  most  oppressive  and  extensive  of  all 
monopolies  to  impugn  it:  a  monopoly,  too,  that  shuts  out  a  leading 
American  production  quite  as  effectually  as  America  is  shutting  out 
British  manufacture.  Mr  Huskisson  seems  to  recommend  retaliation : 
ail  in  good  time :  let  us  first  understand  how  the  opposing  interests  in 
America  will  take  the  affair  themselves.  If  quietly  acquiesced  in,  it 
no  doubt  will  be  expedient  to  look  to  supplies  of  cotton  and  tobacco 
from  another  quarter,  for  a  wound  will  be  inflicted  on  our  manufac¬ 
tures  of  the  most  deadly  description.  The  contempt  of  our  dandy 
and  silver-fork  politicians  for  the  good-will  and  rivalry  of  America, 
in  the  exertion  of  her  energies,  whether  positive  or  negative,  is  a  most 
ludicrous  matter.

Ministers  to  urge  the  country  to  economy!  This  indeed  is  a  delicate 
assurance.  The  country  forsooth  is  addicted  to  excessive  Lieutenants- 
General  of  the  Ordnance;  the  country  would  run  riot  in  Additional 
Churches,  and  make  an  actual  beast  of  itself  with  increased  and 
multiplied  glebe  houses;  the  country  had  set  its  mind  on  the  Army 
and  Navy  Estimates;  and  above  all,  that  thief  the  country  justified 
the  misappropriation  of  the  French  Compensation  Fund.  Ot  a  truth 
we  have  here  a  lively  copy  of  the  toper’s  exhortation  against  drink. 

But  the  Sinking  Fund  is  to  be  the  proceed  of  economy  as  far  as 
practicable;  and  after  that  point,  which  is  reached  with  surprising 
ease,  of  those  other  means  by  which  a  surplus  can  be  obtained,  which 
have  no  end.  For  the  other  means  so  delicately  adumbrated  are 
simply  taxation.  Vive  extravagant  and  unnecessary  expenses,  and 
tax  the  people  for  the  food  of  the  Sinking  Fund.  Such  is  the  art 
of  Sinking  in  Government.  The  true  bathos  for  the  decadence  of 
nations. 


Three  English  Ships  seized  at  Oporto. — His  Majesty’s  ship 
has  arrived  from  Oporto  with  letters  announcing  the  seizure  of  three  English 
merchant  ships  at  Oporto  by  the  Portuguese  authorities,  under  the  plea 
of  their  being  about  to  convey  to  Er^land  property  belonging  to  the  leaders 
of  the  late  Constitutional  forces.  The  vessels  seized  are  the  Friendn^  the 
VinlagCt  and  another.  They  were  unloading,  and  will  probably  be  con¬ 
demned,  unless  the  English  Government  assumes  a  higher  tone,  with 
regard  to  vessels  and  property  of  this  country,  than  they  have  lately  held 
towards  the  new  rulers  of  Portugal  — G/o6e,  July  26. 

The  French  papers  mention  a  reported  insurrection  in  Catalonia,  and  the 
defeat  of  the  Royal  troops  by  the  Guerillas  near  Burgos.  The  Courtier 
Francois  states  the  movement  to  be  in  favour  of  Don  Carlos. 

Accounts  from  Bucharest  of  1st  July,  announce  that  the  Russians  had 
begun  to  bombard  Silistria,  to  which  place  the  Turkish  garrison  of  Brailow 
had  been  permitted  to  retire*  This  garrison,  which  consisted  originally  of 
12,000  men,  had  sustained  considerable  losses,  both  in  killed  in  wounded. 
The  Grand  Duke  Michael  arrived  at  the  Head*quarters  on  the  5th  July, 
and  appeared  with  the  Order  of  St  George,  of  the  2Qd  class,  given  him  by 
the  Emperor  for  the  conquest  of  Brailow. 

The  Nuremburg  Correspondent  of  the  18th  instant  contains  an  article 
dated  Frontiers  of  Poland,  July  6,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  very  favourable 
accounts  had  been  received  at  Odessa  of  the  first  operations  of  General  Pas- 
kewitsch.  It  was  said  that  that  General  passed  the  Turkish  frontiers  with 
the  army  of  the  Caucasus  in  the  middle  of  June,  and  met  with  so  little 
resistance  in  his  advance,  that  his  light  cavalry  already  pushed  its  recon- 
Qolssauce  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Erzerum. 

2'he  Be(fast  Steamer  arrived  at  Falmouth  on  the  18th  with  the  Portuguese 
Constitutional  leaders.  The  cause  of  the  Constitution  is  considered  by  them 
as  quite  hopeless,  and  there  is  no  force  in  arms  in  the  North  supporting  it. 

Ihe  New  York  papers,  which  have  arrived  to  the  3d  instant,  shew  that 
the  mischievous  effect  of  the  new  Tariff  is  already  apparent.  The  interests 
of  the  Southern  States  are  directly  opposed  to  the  regulations  of  the  Tariff', 
and  the  agriculturists  fear  the  additional  evil  of  higher  duties  in  England 
on  coi ton,  tobacco,  and  other  great  articles  of  export.  In  South  Carolina 
the  most  violent  spirit  is  displayed — the  Professors  iu  tlic  Colleges  giving 
discourses  **  on  the  value  of  the  Union,**  which  bas  spread  the  spirit  of 
dissatisfaction,  and  the  separation  of  the  States  is  freely  discussed.  Several 
of  the  Southern  States  journals  have  predicted,  in  their  usual  style  of 
exaggeratiou,  a  **  separation  of  the  Union ^iutesiiue  divisions— and  civil 
war,*’ 

On  last  Saturday  week,  the  decree  of  the  Cour  Royale  of  Paris,  given  on 
the  17th  May  1823,  relative  to  the  heart  of  Grelry,  the  celebrated  com¬ 
poser,  was  carried  into  execution.  Tbe  Prefect  of  the  Seine  and  Oise  had 
refused  to  sanction  this  decree,  by  which  the  heart  of  Gretry  was  to  be 
transferred  to  the  city  of  Liege,  hia  native  place,  where  a  public  monument 
had  been  prepared  for  ita  reception.  Tbe  refusal  of  the  Prefect  was  approved  { 
of  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  in  1825,  but  a  Royal  Ordonpance  of  the 
2od  of  April  last,  annulled  this  inioisteriai  decision,  and  authorised  the  exe¬ 
cution  of  the  decree  of  the  Cour  Royale,  Accordingly,  the  Mayor  of 
Montmorency,  accompanied  by  the  Chevaliers  Kegault  de  Rochefort  and 
Anseau,  Commissioners  deputed  expressly  for  the  occasion  by  the  city,  of 
Liege,  M.  Guery,  their  advocate,  and  Doctor  Sauberbeille,  who  had  em¬ 
balmed  the  heart  in  1813,  proceeded  to  the  hermitage  ot  Jean  Jacquea 
Kouaseau,  now  in  possession  of  M*  M.  Fiamand  Gretry,  for  the  purpose  of 
exhuming  the  heart,  which  bad  been  deposited  under  a  monumental  stone 
in  tbe  garden.  Tbe  Cure  of  Montmorency  was  also  present,  and  took  part 
in  the  ceremony,  by  reciting  tbe  usual  prayer,  aud  imrinkling  the  heart,  or 
rather  tbe  box  that  contained  it,  with  holy  water.  Thia  box,  which  was  of 
lead,  and  in  the  form  of  a  heart,  with  all  its  veins  and  arteries,  after  a  careful 
examioatioD  by  Doctor  Sauberbeille,  and  the  workmen  who  bad  been  em¬ 
ployed  in  placing  it  in  tbe  garden,  to  ascertain  its  identity,  and  that  it  had 
not  been  opened,  was  bound  round  with  a  riband;  tbe  two  ends  of  which 
were  sealed  with  the  seals  of  the  Mayor  of  Moutmoreocy,  of  the  Commit- 
sariea  of  Liege,  and  tbe  anna  of  that  city  surmounted  by  a  mural  crown. 

The  heart,  and  the  box  containing  it,  wore  then  placed  in  another  box,  pre-  s 
pared  for  the  purpose,  and  delivered  to  tbe  Commisaariea  of  liege,  who,  on  ^ 
going  away,  left  with  the  Curt  the  mm  of  100  fiaiiet  fof  the  poor  of 
Montmorency.

Earl  Amherst,  Ex-Governor  General,  has  arrived  from  India,  in  the  ship 
Herald,  He  sailed  from  Calcutta  on  the  8th  March.  At  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  where  he  lauded,  he  met  his  successor,  Lord  William  Bentinck. 

Alarm  of  Rebellion  in  Ireland. — An  account  in  the  Cork  Southern 
Reporter ,  and  another  version  of  the  same  story  in  a  violent  Orange  Paper, 
the  Dublin  Warder,  have  induced  some  of  the  Morning  Papers  to  consider 
an  armed  assemblage  at  Ballinamore,  in  the  county  of  Leitrim,  as  an  actual 
commencement  of  a  rebellion  in  Ireland.  It  may  tend  to  quiet  some  alarm 
to  know  that  the  assemblage  and  dispersion  of  the  people  at  Ballinamore, 
if  it  took  place  at  all,  took  place  on  Saturday  week  (July  12),  and  that  the 
Dublin  Papers,  with  the  exception  of  the  Warder,  scarcely  thought  it  worth 
while  to  notice  the  event.  The  Warder  is  the  organ  of  a  very  zealous  and 
well-known  clergyman.  Sir  Harcourt  Lees.  The  day  to  which  the  trans¬ 
action  is  referred  is  the  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  the  Boyne,  a  day  on 
which  the  Orangemen  have  been  in  the  habit  of  assembling,  in  a  manner  at 
which  the  Catholics,  on  their  side,  have  been  accustomed  to  take  offence. 
Nothing  has  been  more  usual  than  for  the  Orangemen  to  appear  armed  on 
these  occasions,  and  in  some  of  the  Dublin  Papers  the  Protestants  were 
advised,  this  year,  to  make  a  strong  display  of  their  **  physical  force.’*  It 
is  a  proof  of  their  good  sense,  and  a  circumstance  tending  to  shew  that  the 
dissensions  in  Ireland,  if  not  kept  alive  by  legislation,  would  speedily 
disappear,  that  the  Orangemen  did  not  follow  this  advice ;  but  it  is  not 
surprising  that  in  one  instance  the  Catholics  believed  it  would  be  followed. 
In  the  Dublin  Warder,  no  other  intention  is  attributed  to  the  Catholic  mob 
than  an  intention  to  attack  any  Protestants  presuming  to  celebrate  the 
“  battle  of  the  Boyne.’*  The  Warder  states  the  number  of  the  mob  at 
500  ;  in  travelling  to  Cork,  report  had  raised  them  to  not  less  than  40,000. 
We  believe,  however,  that,  even  throwing  the  rebellion  of  Ballinamore  into 
the  account,  no  anniversary  of  the  battle  of  the  Boyne  has  passed  off  for 
many  years  with  so  little  mischief  as  the  last. — Globe, 

A  good  many  troops  are  gone  or  going  to  Ireland.  The  Standard  an¬ 
nounces  very  vigorous  measures  ’*  against  the  “  agitators.”  So  far, 
I  however,  from  the  state  of  the  country  affording  any  justification  for  seve¬ 
rity,  the  mass  of  the  population  appear  to  be  (as  is  natural)  peaceable  and 
orderly,  in  proportion  as  the  speech-makers  and  leaders  are  strong  in  their 
language,  and  active  in  their  civil  **  agitation.”  The  late  Assizes  at  Ennis 
only  occupied  one  day,  although  the  county  Clare  contains  a  quarter  of  a 
million  of  inhabitants. 

The  mischief  done  by  the  heavy  and  long-continued  rains,  in  various

A  letter  from  Gibraltar  says,— “  Don  Francisco  Serafin,  the  person  who 
has  for  some  time  held  the  situation  called  in  Spanish  Cobo  Principal  de 
Rentai,  or  Preserver  of  the  Rights  of  the  Coast,  is  at  last  about  to  receive 
the  reward  of  his  many  crimes.  In  early  life  this  man  was  a  common 
I<H\er  in  Gibraltar.  By  a  cunning,  for  which  he  has  always  been  dis¬ 
tinguished,  he  amassed  some  money,  and  risked  it  in  a  smuggling  transac¬ 
tion.  He  was  successful,  and  in  a  short  time  became  one  of  the  most 
daring  and  lucky  smugglers  in  Gibraltar.  The  Spanish  Government  had 
long  endeavoured,  to  crush  him,  but  still  Serafin  was  the  lucky  smuggler, 
and  supplied  the  whole  coast  with  contraband  luxuries.  His  career  was 
loot  unmixed  with  crime,  with  murder ;  in  fact  he  was  the  dread  of  the 
coast.  The  Spanish  Government  now  made  an  offer,  that  if  he  would  be¬ 
come  lh«  preserver  of  those  rights,  whose  greatest  enemy  he  had  been,  a 
lucrative  situation  would  be  given  him.  He  accepted  it ;  and,  by  success¬ 
fully  suppressing  the  contraband  trade  in  others,  only  obtained  a  larger 
fleld  for  his  own  motions.  His  former  knowledge  of  those  connected  with 
this  trade,  made  him  more  to  be  dreaded  than  any  other  person  who  could 
have  been  placed  in  the  situation  ;  and  as  his  crimes  could  not  be  concealed

Resolutions  were  moved  to  this  effect,  which  were  opposed  by  Mr 
Ambrose  Moore,  who  contended  that  the  alterations  in  the  law  would  be 
productive  of  general  benefit ;  that  the  trade  was  in  as  good  a  state  now 
as  when  the  old  law  was  in  operation ;  and  that  if  wages  had  fallen  25 
per  cent,  it  was  because  they  had  been  raised  to  that  amount  by  improvident 
speculation.  ^  The  resolutions  were  applauded  and  agreed  to,  and  Mr 
Moore  was  hisa^.— The  Globe  remarks,—**  The  sum  of  the  history  of  the 
Silk  Trade  is  this  ;  as  a  whole,  it  has  greatly  increased  since  the  adfmission 
of  foreign  silks ;  and,  apparently,  on  account  of  the  stimulus  which  that 
change  gave;  though  particular  branches  of  it  have  suffered  from  the 
causes  we  have  described,  the  most  imporUnt  part— that  which  supplies  the

volume  of  smoke,  apparently  issuing  from  the  top  of  the  dome,  and  many 
of  the  passengers  imagined  that  a  fire  existed.  It  however  turned  out 
that  the  smoke  arose  from  a  fire-grate,  used  by  plumbers,  who  are  now 
engaged  in  repairing  the  dome.  In  many  places  the  lead  which  coveri 
the  dome  has  been  fused,  by  the  action  of  the  sun,  and  in  order  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  wood-work,  it  became  necessary  to  have  the  lead  replaced.  For 
this  purpose,  a  wicker-basket  has  been  made,  to  the  bottom  of  which  it 
attached  four  wheels.  The  plumber  having  seated  himself  in  the  basket, 
is  gradually  let  down  on  the  outside  of  the  dome  by  a  strong  rope  attached 
to  the  basket,  and  made  secure  to  the  iron  railings,  which  run  round  the 
visiters'  place  of  observation  on  the  top  of  the  dome.  Near  him  is  also 
lowered  a  machine,  having  fire  in  it,  with  the  melted  led  in  a  pot  on  the 
fire,  ready  for  use.  Witli  this  he  remedies  the  defects  whicli  have  arisen 
in  the  leaden  covering  to  the  dome.  The  situation  of  the  workman  appears 
a  most  perilous  one.  The  other  parts  of  the  dome  are  also  undergoing 
the  process  of  being  cleaned. 

Carrier  Pigeons. — Fifiy-six  of  these  birds,  brought  to  London  from 
Liege,  were  started  last  week,  in  the  neighbotirhood  of  Aldersgate  street, 
at  thirty-four  minutes  past  four  o'clock  in  the  morning.  One  of  them, 
called  Napoleon,  reached  its  destination  (a  distance  of  about  300  miles) 
at  twenty-four  minutes  past  ten  o'clock  the  same  day,  having  thus  accom-  ■ 
plished  its  journey  in  five  hours  and  fifty  minutes.  The  others  followed 
in  succession,  and  most  of  them  reached  Liege  at  noon.

Mr 
Copley,  the  historical  painter  and  father  of  the  Lord  Chancellor,  was  an 
Anglo-American,  a  Bostonian,  and  it  is  understood  that  he  instructed  his 
son  in  those  manly  principles  of  political  liberty,  which  his  fellow-coun¬ 
trymen  were  not  backward  in  maintaining  at  the  peril  of  life  and  fortune. 
Until  my  Lord  Castlereagh  discovered  something  in  the  character  or 
countenance  of  the  rising  lawyer  which  “  marked  him  for  his  own,"  he 
professed  liberal  sentiments  ;  and  we  have  heard  of  hisgoing  down  tothe 
Court,  on  the  morning  of  the  arrival  of  the  news  of  Napoleon's  return  from 
Elba,  with  a  sprig  of  laurel  in  his  button-hole  and  his  face  lighted  up  with 
satisfaction.  Noy's  career  was  altogether  disgraceful,  and  was  not  of 
long  duration :  he  died  about  forty  years  of  age,  hated  by  men,  if  not  by 
Gods.

*11)6  expense  of  public  buildings  seems  to  be  almost  as  great  in  France 
as  in  this  country.  The  new  prison  for  females,  which  is  to  be  erected  in 
Paris,  will  cost  3,000,000  of  francs  ;  whereas,  at  Geneva,  the  penitentiary 
prison,  which,  though  small,  is  reckoned  the  finest  in  Europe,  cost  only 
285,000  francs  I  and  at  Berne,  anew  prison,  which  is  now  building,  to 
contain  400  prisoners,  will  cost  only  7M),000. 

An  immense  speculation  is  about  to  be  undertaken,  at  the  head  o^ 
which  is  said  to  be  M.  Lafitte,  for  the  purpose  of  draining  all  the  marshes 
in  France.  There  are  not  fewer  than  1,200  square  miles  of  bogs  and  fens 
in  this  country.  The  French  Government  patronises  the  undertaking  ; 
and  taxes  ou  the  drained  lands  will  be  remitted  during  25  years. 

The  indignation  with  which  an  imputed  meddling  with  a  very  small 
portion  of  the  public  treasure  in  America,  for  the  private  enjoyment  of  the 
Chief  Magistrate,  is  met  by  the  friends  of  that  personage,  forms  a  singular 
contrast  with  the  eflfrontery  whicli  marks  the  defence  set  up  here  by  the 
Court  enthusiasts,  when  hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds  are  in  question. 
An  American  paper  says— “The  address  of  the  federal  committee  at 
Hampton  says  that  the  United  States  were  charged  300  dollars  for  a 
billiard  table  for  the  President.  This  is  a  falsehood — and  must  have 
been  known  to  be  so,  by  many  who  sanctioned  if  not  by  the  one  who 
wrote  the  address.

Leigh  Peerage. — This  cause  now  pending  in  the  House  of  Lords  ia 
likely  to  exhibit  one  of  the  most  remarkable  instances  of  counterswearing 
ever  known.  The  cause  mainly  depends  on  the  question,  whether  a  cer¬ 
tain  monument— a  large  and  splendid  one— did  or  did  not  exist  on  a  wall 
of  the  church,  which  was  pulled  down  only  thirty  years  ago?  Hosts 
of  witnesses  on  each  side,  frequenters  of  the  church  in  question,  and  per¬ 
fectly  well  acquainted  with  the  east  wall,  are  pr^ared  to  swear  that 
there  was,  and  there  was  not,  such  a  monument.  The  perjury  must  be 
awful,  and  the  case  will  bid  fair  to  stand  a  comparison  with  tome  of  the 
gauss#  eeUkres  of  France,  in  which  our  neighbours,  under  the  old  regime, 
by  dint  of  their  lively  feelings  and  bad  procedure,  attained  a  much 
greater  degree  of  uncertainty  in  matters  ot  evidence  than  is  commonly 
reached  in  this  country.

New  Watermen’s  Fares. — ^These  are  to  come  into  operation  on  the 
Istof  August,  and  the  Watermen's  Company  have  caused  5,000  placards 
to  that  eflect  to  be  posted  about,  particularly  at  the  various  stairs.  The 
watermen  have  however  received  the  new  regulations  in  a  disgraceful 
manner :  they  have  generally  torn  down  the  placards,  or  defaced  them 
with  tnud,  as  they  erroneously  suppose  it  to  be  to  their  interest  that  they 
should  continue  at  liberty  to  wrangle  and  extort  as  much  as  they  can. 
This  practice  rendered  the  watermen  almost  as  great  blackguards  as  the 
cads  to  the  short  stages,  and  prevented  a  large  portion  of  the  public, 
females  especially,  from  resorting  to  the  river  conveyance.  The  new 
fares  are  extremely  liberal,  and  place  the  watermen  on  a  better  footing 
than  the  hackney-coachmen  and  cabriolet  drivers,  when  (he  greater 
expenditure  of  capital,  risk,  and  wear  and  tear  of  stock  to  which  the  lat¬ 
ter  are  liable,  is  taken  into  the  account.

Mone. — General  Monk,  who  bartered  his  country  for  a  bribe,  was  at 
one  period  imprisoned  by  the  Royalists  in  the  Tower.  During  his  con¬ 
finement  he  seduced  a  girl  named  Ann  Clarges,  his  sempstress,  who 
afterwards  became  his  wife  and  Duchess  of  Albemarle.  This  marriage 
was  certainly  not  the  worst  action  of  Monk’s  life.  One  of  his  very  basest 
was,  the  giving  his  support  to  a  Government,  which  caused  the  remains 
of  hit  gallant  fellow-warrior  Blake  to  be  dragged  out  of  the  grave,  and 
exposed  to  all  aorta  of  indignities.  But  the  renegade  did  not  lie  upon 
ro»es.  He  was  pointed  at  even  from  the  pulpit.  On  one  occasion,  when 
the  celebrated  Calamy  was  preaching  in  bis  own  church,  Monk  happened 
to  be  among  the  auditors.  Speaking  of  lucre,  the  Preacher  said,  **  And 
why  is  it  called  filthy,  but  because  it  makes  man  do  base  and  filthy  things? 
Some  men  will  betray  three  kingdoms  for  filthy  lucre’s  sake.”  Saying 
which,  he  threw  his  handkerchief,  which  he  usually  waved  up  and  down 
while  he  was  preaching,  towards  the  General’s  pew  1 — Blake’s  only  crime 
was,  I  e  he  had  fought  valiantly  against  the  enemies  of  his  country, 

.  under  1  lepublican  Government.  He  did  not  seem  to  take  much  interest 
jin  ;>  .l,  ,cs ;  but  it  is  not  impossible  that  he  might  have  thought  as 
iloiace  VValpole  (certainly  no  democrat)  afterwards  thought  and  said 
Lamely — If  a  King  deserves  to  be  opposed  by  force  ot  arms,  he  deserves 
death.

Thomas  Foster :  I  am  fourteen  years  old ;  I  lodged  at  Mrs  Marsh's 
house;  I  used  to  see  defendant  there  frequently ;  Thomas  Marsh's  birthday 
occurred  in  October,  and  there  was  a  little  parly  on  the  occasion  ;  defen¬ 
dant  was  there }  1  first  saw  defendant  and  Mrs  Marsh  go  into  the  bedroom ; 
before  that,  defendant  took  her  on  his  knee,  and  put  his  arms  round  her 
neck  ;  there  were  six  of  us,  playmates  of  the  children,  present  at  the  time  ; 
Mrs  Marsh’s  four  children  were  among  the  number,  the  eldest  of  whom  is 
about  seven  or  eight  years  old  ;  when  they  went  into  the  bedroom,  the  door 
was  shut  ;  they  remained  there  for  about  a  quarter  of  an  hour;  on  coming 
out,  Mrs  Marsh  said,  **  you  have  spoiled  my  band ;"  he  said,  **  never  mind, 
I’ll  buy  you  a  new  one.”  ^ A  laugh,) 

Cross-examined  :  Mrs  Marsh  went  into  the  bedroom  first,  and  I  saw  you 


after  the  other  man,  who  was  about  50  yards  before  him.  In  two  or  three 
seconds  I  saw  some  man  holding  White  in  his  arms,  and  heard  White  cry 
“  Murder."  Some  man  released  White  from  the  man  who  was  holding 
him.  White  then  ran  towards  his  own  home.  Before  he  returned,  he 
addressed  himself  to  the  by-standers,  saying,  “  Come  along  with  me,  come 
along  with  me  ;  I  have  found  that  man  with  my  wife."  He  seemed  at  this 
time  quite  lost  and  disordered.  I  saw  that  he  had  some  sharp  instrument. 
I  saw  a  man  bleeding  profusely ;  his  small-clothes  were  open  and  covered 
with  blood.  I  afterwards  weut  for  a  watchman,  who  took  White  into 
custody. 

Mr  Stace,  a  surgeon  of  Southampton,  proved  that  the  death  of  the 
deceased  had  been  in  consequence  of  the  wound  inflicted  on  him  by  White.

Worcester,  July  22. — John  Cheese ,  a  labourer,  aged  33,  was  charged 
with  having,  on  Wednesday  evening,  the  14th  of  May  last,  made  an  assault 
opon  Ann  Ridley,  spinster,  in  the  hamlet  of  Upper  Mitton,  in  the  parish  of 
Hartlebury,  in  this  county. 

Ann  Ridley,  the  prosecutrix,  a  very  plain-looking  young  woman,  about 
sixteen  years  of  age,  and  afflicted  with  a  most  painful  impediment  in  her 
utterance,  said,  I  work  at  the  carpet-manufactory  of  Mr  Homan,  in  Kidder¬ 
minster,  and  sleep  at  my  aunt's,  and  walk  to  Kidderminster  from  Stourport 
in  the  morning,  and  return  in  the  evening :  the  distance  is  about  four  miles. 
Upon  the  evening  of  the  14th  of  May  1  was  returning  from  Kidderminster, 
and  met  the  prisoner  about  half-past  seven  o'clock,  and  about  a  mile  from 
Stourport,  driving  a  flock  of  sheep.  He  asked  me  what  o’clock  it  was  ? 
and  when  I  told  him,  he  pulled  out  a  shilling,  and  offered  it  to  me  if  I 
would  go  with  him :  the  moment  he  spoke  in  that  manner,  and  offered  me 
the  shilling,  I  ran  away  from  him  towards  my  own  home,  and  up  a  hill, 
but  when  I  had  got  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile,  1  fell  over  a  heap  of  stones, 
and  the  prisoner  coming  up,  dragged  me  across  the  turnpike  road  into  a 
lane,  and  after  carrying  me  down  that  lane  for  about  another  quarter  of  a 
mile,  threw  me  down  beside  a  gate,  and  ilhuscd  me;  I  w'as  too  faint  to 
make  any  resistance,  and  the  prisoner  covered  my  mouth  with  his  hand, 
and  placed  my  hands  behind  my  back  ;  I  came  down  the  lane  before  him, 
and  saw  two  men  and  a  woman  driving  some  carts ;  I  related  to  them  what 
had  happened, pointed  out  the  prisoner  as  the  man  who  had  ill-treated  me; 
and  on  the  next  day  went  to  the  constable  of  Kidderminster,  at  four  o’clock 
in  the  morning,  for  the  purpose  of  having  him  apprehended. 

This  statement  was  corroborated  by  two  or  three  female  witnesses,  and 
by  John  Tudor,  a  stout  but  stupid  looking  fellow  of  three  and  twenty,  who 
on  being  asked  why  he  did  not  run  to  the  spot  and  protect  the  prosecutrix, 
a)nfess^  that  he  was  afraid  of  a  great  stick  carried  by  the  prisoner:  he  was 
severejy  rebuked  by  the  Judge  for  his  cow'ardice. 

The  prisoner  said  the  girl  consented  to  go  with  him  up  the  lane,  and  re¬ 
ceived  the  shilling  as  a  compensation. 

The  Jury  found  him  guilty,  after  an  hour’s  consultation,  but  strongly  re¬ 
commended  him  to  mercy,  believing  that  be  was  not  aware  of  the  conse¬ 
quence  of  his  crime,  or  he  might  have  absconded. 

Mr  Justice  Gazelee  passed  sentence  of  Death  on  the  prisoner,  and 
warned  him  to  prepare  for  the  fate  that  inevitably  awaited  him. 

The  prisoner  throughout  the  trial,  and  up  to  the  announcement  of  his 
fate,  displayed  an  indifference  not  the  result  of  stupidity  or  of  recklessness, 
so  much  as  of  an  utter  ignorance  of  the  nature  of  the  situation  in  which  he 
was  placed.  Even  to  the  last,  he  looked  around  upon  the  busy  scene  which 
the  Court  presented  with  an  interested  curiosity;  and  when  he  was  removed 
from  the  bar,  he  took  up  his  hat  with  the  ease  and  alacrity  of  a  man  relieved 
from  the  performance  of  an  irksome  formality.  His  figure  is  good,  and  his 
face  may  even  be  called  fine.  Placed  at  the  bar  upon  such  a  charge,  it 
might  almost  be  fancied  there  was  something  lascivious  in  the  eye  ;  but  a 
short  upper  lip,  a  Grecian  nose,  and  a  well-rounded  face,  gave  to  the 
countenance  an  expression  of  vigour  and  firmness  rather  uncommon  in  the 
elau  to  which  he  belongs :  his  language,  however,  at  once  stamped  him  as 
more  than  usually  ignorant. 

Jotix  Pound,  a  fair-haired  man  of  about  51  years  of  age,  was  then  tried 
for  a  misdemeanor  in  assaulting,  with  intent  to  violate,  Ann  Downes,  a 
<^ild  of  less  than  nine  years  of  age. 

It  api^ared  that  the  prisoner,  having  become  intimate  with  the  parents 
of  the  girl,  requested  that  she  might  be  sent  to  bis  cottage  occasionally,  to 
a^ad  to  his  little  domestic  affairs,  he  being  unmarried  ;  on  these  occasions 
she  used  to  sleep  with  him,  when  the  assaults  with  which  he  stood  charged 
.oommitted.  The  child  becoming  gradually  sickly  from  the  repetition  i 
of  this  treatment,  at  last  made  a  discovery  of  the  defendant’s  brutality  to  a  | 
neighbour  of  her  parents.  She  is  very  pretty,  but  very  delicate. 

The  prisoner  was  found  Guilty,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  months'  con¬ 
venient  and  hard  labour  in  the  House  of  Correction.  j 

Salisbury,  July  23. — Robert  Brown,  aged  35,  was  charged  with 
the  wilful  murder  of  Thomas  Sherwood,  a  sherilTs  officer's  assistant, 
tt  Littleton-drew,  in  this  county,  on  the  11th  of  April  last.

from  his  pocket  and  struck  the  deceased  with  it :  the  instrument  entered 
bis  lungs.  It  was  night  when  the  family  was  turned  out,  and  it  was  very 
wet. 

The  prisoner  said  his  feelings  were  excited  by  seeing  his  family  ill- 
used. 

The  Jury  found  the  prisoner  Ouilty,  and  Mr  Justice  Park  sentenced 
him  to  be  hanged  on  the  following  Friday. 

Nicholas  Baker,  aged  71,  was  charged  with  the  wilful  murder  of  Sarah 
his  wife. — Sarah  Tuck  said  the  prisoner  lived  next  door  to  me  in  the 
parish  of  Laycock.  On  the  3rd  of  this  month  I  saw  the  prisoner  at  my 
door ;  it  was  about  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ;  he  said  he  came  to  tell 
me  he  had  had  a  bad  misfortune,  for  he  had  been  to  beat  his  wife,  and  was 
afraid  she  was  dead  ;  I  saw  blood  upon  the  fore  part  of  his  clothes  ;  1  then 
went  up  to  the  prisoner’s  house,  and  saw  the  boay  of  the  deceased  in  a  sit¬ 
ting  posture,  in  a  great  chair,  with  nothing  on  but  a  clean  shift  and  stock¬ 
ings  ;  her  neck  was  very  much  bruised  ;  it  looked  like  a  piece  of  liver — it 
seemed  as  if  she  had  been  washed,  and  that  a  clean  shift  had  been  put  upon 
her  ;  her  hair  was  very  much  pulled  about ;  I  think  she  was  about  66  years 
years  old  ;  she  was  dead  when  1  went  into  the  house  ;  there  was  blood  on 
the  walls,  and  in  the  privy,  and  the  prisoner  said  he  had  dragged,  or  pulled 
her  down  stairs. 

This  statement  was  confirmed  by  several  witnesses ;  and  the  stick  with 
which  the  woman  had  been  beaten  was  produced  ;  it  was  about  an  inch  in 
diameter.  The  prisoner  had  said  he  was  jealous  of  his  wife  in  consequence 
of  something  a  woman  had  told  him  twelve  months  ago.  He  now  made  no 
defence;  but  expressed  his  sorrow  for  what  he  had  done. 

Mr  Justice  Park  iu  summing  up  said,  considering  the  age  of  the  woman, 
he  was  of  opinion,  that  the  mere  suspicion  of  her  having  been  guilty  a  year 
before,  could  not  in  law  be  considered  sufficient  to  reduce  the  prisoner’s 
guilt  from  murder  to  manslaughter.  As  to  the  power  of  a  husband  to  inflict 
moderate  chastisement  upon  his  wife,  he  must  say  that  he  knew  of  no  such 
law  ;  and  he  recollected  well,  that  when  he  was  a  young  man,  the  learned 
person  (Mr  Justice  Duller)  to  whom  an  opinion  had  been  imputed,  that  a 
husband  might  chastise  his  wife  with  a  slick  of  a  certain  thickness,  had  told 
him  (Mr  Justice  Park)  that  he  had  never  entertained  any  such  idea.  It 
was  undoubtedly  true  that  roasters  and  parents  had  power,  inforo  domestico, 
to  correct  moderately  their  children,  servants,  and  others  under  their  care  ; 
yet  in  this  case,  if  the  correction  be  excessive  in  measure  or  violent  in  the 
quality,  or  inflicted  with  some  deadly  instrument,  the  party  so  conducting 
himself  could  not  derive  any  protection  from  his  power  of  inflicting  mode¬ 
rate  correction  inforo  domestico. 

The  Jury  found  the  prisoner  Guilty,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  be  exe¬ 
cuted  on  Friday  next.  His  situation  did  not  appear  at  all  to  affect  him. 

Northampton,  July  23. — Stanton  v,  Jervis. — Seduction.— This 
action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiff,  a  farmer  residing  at  a  place  called 
Sli^>ton,  in  this  county,  against  the  defendant,  a  neighbouring  farmer,  to 
recover  compensation  for  the  loss  of  his  sister’s  services,  in  consequence  of 
her  seduction  by  the  defendant.  Miss  Stanton,  the  plaintiff's  sister,  was 
put  into  the  box.  Her  personal  appearance  was  wholly  destitute  of  attrac¬ 
tion.  She  gave  her  evidence  with  great  composure,  stating  that  she  was 
32  years  of  age ;  that  about  two  years  ago  the  defendant  was  received  at 
the  house  of  her  brother,  as  her  suitor.  He  made  no  direct  proposals,  but 
expressed  a  great  regard  for  her.  In.  some  time  he  persuaded  her  to  grant 
him  certain  favours ;  and  the  intercourse  was  subsequently  continued, 
because  he  threatened  that  if  she  refused  he  would  expose  her  to  the 
world.  She  became  pregnant,  and  from  that  period  forward  be  slighted  her. 

Her  cross-examination  was  of  too  indelicate  a  nature  to  publish.  It 
appeared  that  her  brother  used  to  go  to  bed  and  leave  the  defendant  and 
her  up  together,  on  which  occasions  they  retired  to  her  chamber.  She  had 
a  female  friend  visiting  her,  and  when  they  were  in  bed  together,  the 
plaintiff  and  defendant  came  and  sat  one  on  each  side  of  the  b^  for  three 

3uarters  of  an  hour,  the  plaintiff  paying  attention  to  her  friend,  and  the 
efendant  taking  liberties  with  herself.  The  plaintiff  had  paid  4/.  U.  for 
expenses  attendant  on  her  confinement. 

Verdict  for  the  plaintiff — Damages,  4/.  1#. 


POLICE. 

BOW  STREET. 

Wednesday. — Charles  Duggan,  an  Irishman,  was  charged  with  having 
deserted  bis  wife  and  three  children.  It  appeared  that  the  defendant  had 
been  separated  from  his  wife  for  twelve  years,  and  the  children  were  the 
offspring  of  a  man  named  Dawson,  with  whom  tlie  mother  bad  cohabited. 
As  the  parish,  however,  could  establish  no  claim  against  him,  they  took  the 
husband ;  and  the  Magistrate  slid  he  feared  he  was  liable  to  maintain  the 
children,  although  they  were  not  his.  The  defendant  said  he  would  sooner 
rot  in  gaol  than  support  the  woman  or  her  bastards,  and  he  was  committed 
for  three  months  to  the  House  of  Correction. 


ACCIDENTS,  OFFENCES,  &c. 

On  Tliursday  morning,  at  half-past  one,  a  fire  broke  out  in  the  ware¬ 
house  of  Mr  Deane,  corn-chandler,  Norton  Palgate.  The  warehouse 
and  siablea  being  in  the  rear  of  the  house,  in  Plough  yard,  were,  with 
three  valuable  horses,  totally  consumed,  together  with  twoamall  hoiisee 
in  Bolt  court.  The  back  of  the  dwelling-houses  of  Mr  Deene,  Meesra 
Gore  and  Slienatoiie,  ataiioners,  and  Toshell  and  Smith,  plumbers,  were 
all  much  damaged.  By  the  exertions  of  the  firemen,  aoa  •  good  supply 
of  wateri  the  fiamee  were  got  under  by  three  o'elock*  ^ 
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On  Fridiy  nijjht  last  a  woman,  near  Magherafelt,  pul  a  period  to  her 
existence  by  suspension.  For  some  time  prior  to  her  death  she  had  been  ] 
in  a  state  of  mental  derangement,  occasioned  by  a  violent  disease.  Her 
husband  had  been  in  the  habit  of  confining  her  hands  during  the  night, 
but  the  evening  before  the  fatal  accident  occurred  she  seemed  much  bet¬ 
ter.  and  entreated  him  not  to  bind  her.  Unfortunately  he  did  not,  but 
took  the  precaution  to  put  her  to  sleep  between  himself  ond  his  little  son, 
a  lad  about  twelve  years  of  age.  Some  time  during  the  night  they  awoke, 
and  found  she  had  escaped.  The  boy  got  up,  ran  to  the  door,  found  it 
locked,  and  on  his  return  came  in  contact  with  his  mother's  lifeless 
corpse.  We  understand  the  strictest  bonds  of  affection  had  existed  in  the 
family.  She  has  left  several  children. — Belfa$t  Chronicle, 

Monday  afternoon,'an  inquisition  was  taken  at  the  King's  Arms,  James 
street,  Buckingham  gate,  on  the  body  of  Thomai  Darmon^  aged  77  years. 
Henry  Walker,  of  No.  15  Pye  street,  Westminster,  stated  that  he  knew 
the  deceased,  who  went  about  town  with  a  donkey  and  cart  to  collect 
bones,  which  he  sold  to  the  wholesale  dealers.  On  last  Saturday  week  wit¬ 
ness  was  at  breakfast,  when  he  heard  the  deceased  crying  out  for  help. 
He  instantly  ran  down  stairs  into  the  yard,  and  saw  the  deceased  on  the 
ground,  lying  on  his  back;  his  donkey  was  upon  him,  and  had  the  de¬ 
ceased's  left  leg  in  his  mouth.  Witness  tried  to  pull  the  donkey  away 
but  could  not,  nor  could  he  make  him  drop  the  deceased's  leg,  until  he 
took  a  broom  and  struck  him  several  blows  over  the  head  and  stunned 
him.  Witness  got  the  deceased  up,  who  exclaimed,  “  Oh,  my  God  !" 
and  finding  his  leg  dreadfullv  bitten,  he  assisted  him  to  the  hospital. 
The  donkey  was  a  male,  and  nas  several  times  bitten  the  deceased  before. 
He  was  very  vicious,  but  would  tremble  if  any  one  spoke  sharp  to  him  ; 
the  deceased  was  not  master  of  him.  The  deceased's  wife  sold  the  don¬ 
key  the  same  day  her  husband  was  bitten,  to  a  man  who  afterwards  muz¬ 
zled  him,  and  sold  him  at  Smithfield  market,  and  told  the  purchaser  all 
his  faults.  The  deceased  died  last  Saturday,  from  the  injury  he  received. 
The  Jury  expressed  their  decided  opinion  that  the  animal  ought  to  be 
killed,  and  returned  a  verdict,  “  That  the  deceased  died  from-the  bite  of 
a  vicious  donkey."  Deodand  U.  lls.  6d.,the  full  value  of  the  animal. — 
The  constable  was  directed  to  use  his  vigilance  in  searching  for  the  ani¬ 
mal,  in  order  that  it  may  be  killed. 

Thonder-Storm  at  Bedford.  — On  Tuesday  last,  a  few  minutes 
before  four  o'clock,  this  town  was  visited  by  a  violent  storm  of  thunder, 
lightning,  and  rain.  For  a  minute  or  two  the  assize  business  in  the 
County  Hall,  before  Mr  Justice  Holroyd,  was  suspended  ;  it  appeared  as 
if  a  stream  of  liquid  fire  rushed  through  the  Court,  and  in  about  two 
seconds  afterwards  a  most  awful  peal  of  thunder  shook  the  building. 
Within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  of  the  Shire  Hall  the  electric  fluid  struck  the 
house  of  the  Rev.  J.  Rogers,  the  Minister  of  the  Moravian  chapel.  The 
top  of  the  chimney  of  the  house  was  knocked  down,  and  in  falling  it 
broke  through  the  tiles,  and  injured  the  adjoining  premises.  The  electric 
fluid  passed  down  the  chimney  into  the  bed-room,  and  not  only  loosened 
the  bricks  of  one  of  the  side  walls,  but  tore  up  the  boards  of  the  floor.  It 
was  also  observed  that  some  of  the  quicksilver  had  been  removed  from 
the  mirror  which  hung  over  the  chimney  by  the  effects  of  the  lightning. 
Mr  Rogers  and  his  wile  and  child  were  not  at  home  at  the  time.  The 
servant >girl  was  on  the  top  of  the  stairs,  and  was  considerably  affected 
by  the  lightning;  her  senses  were  almost  paralysed  at  the  moment,  and 
she  states,  that  it  appeared  to  her  as  if  the  bed-room  was  enveloped  in 
flames.  A  smell  of  sulphur  was  perceptible  for  some  time  afterwards. 

•  On  Tuesday  night  an  extensive  robl^ry  was  committed  in  the  house 
of  Mr  Foster,  a  jeweller,  13  Aldgate,  when  jewellery  to  the  amount  of 
1,9001.  was  stolen.  About  eleven  o'clock  on  Tuesday  night,  Mr  Foster's 
errand  boy  was  sent  out  for  some  beer  for  supper:  Mr  Foster  was  the 
only  person  in  the  house  at  the  time,  and  he  was  in  the  room  over  the 
shop.  The  boy  on  leaving  the  shop  shut  the  door,  which  was  secured 
by  a  spring  lock,  and  it  is  supposed  that  at  that  moment  the  thieves 
opened  the  door  with  a  picklock,  and  entered  the  house.  Tlie  boy,  on 
returning  with  the  beer,  found  the  door  open.  An  alarm  was  immediately 
raised,  and  every  part  of  the  house  was  searched,  except  a  water-closet, 
which  is  behind  the  shop.  No  one  having  been  found  concealed  in  the 
premises,  Mr  Foster  fell  satisfied  that  if  the  thieves  had  entered  the  pre¬ 
mises  they  had  been  alarmed,  and  had  gone  off  without  taking  anything. 
He  had  been  up  stairs,  however,  but  a  few  minutes,  when  he  heard  a 
chair  overturned  in  the  shop,  and  on  going  down  he  discovered,  notwith- 
Btandiog  the  vigilant  gearch  be  had  made,  that  some  persons  had  con¬ 
cealed  themselves  in  the  house,  and  had  carried  off  the  property  before 
mentioned.  The  thieves  were  evidently  in  a  great  hurry,  as  they  left 
behind  goods  to  the  amount  012,000/.  It  is  supposed  that  they  had  con¬ 
cealed  themselves  in  the  water-closet.  A  reward  of  100  guineas  has 
been  offered  for  the  apprehension  of  the  robbers. 

On  Monday  evening,  a  hackney-coachman  named  Rippon  was  called 
to  a  doctor's  shop  in  Great  Russell  street,  Bloomsbury,  and  desired  to 
convey  a  woman  to  Bell  street,  Edgware  road,  and  to  drive  quick,  as  she 
was  enceinte.  On  the  road  she  screamed,  but  he  thought  she  was  tipsy, 
and  did  not  notice  it ;  in  a  few  minutes  all  was  quiet.  On  his  arrival  in 
Bell  street  the  husband  and  sister-in-law  were  at  the  door,  when  the 
husband  exclaimed,"  What,  Bet.  you  have  come  home  drunk,  as  usual." 
She  replied,  she  was  not  drunk;  and  the  coachman  confirmed  her 
declaration,  and  asked  the  sister-in-law  if  she  was  not  enceinte  f  she 
replied,'*  No;  she  has  been  in  that  way  these  two  years,  and  it  is  only 
the  dropsy,"  The  coachman  then  went  to  the  stand  in  Great  Quebec 
street,  and,  on  opening  the  door  to  pull  up  the  gleeaes,  he  discovered  the 
body  of  a  child  ly  ing  on  the  straw.  The  coachman  then  returned  to  Bell 
itrett|  and  the  huabtad  iad  tUltrsia^Uw  both  deaied  that  iba  woowa 


had  been  cnce/n/e;  but,  on  looking  into  the  carriage,  they  exclaimed 
"  Oh,  it  is  true  enough !" — in  addition,  the  husband  exclaimed,  “  Aye* 
this  canH  be  the  first  time  ;  she  has  been  so  many  times,  and  I  have  often 
been  laughed  at  for  it,  and  thought  it  had  been  a  dropsy."  The  child 
was  taken  to  the  Infirmary,  when  Mr  Qoodyer  and  other  medical  gentle¬ 
men  said  it  was  not  born  alive.  The  woman  remains  in  a  very  bad  siafe 
In  the  course  of  Sunday  afternoon,  the  shop  of  Mr  Joseph  York  Hetton* 
watchmaker  and  silversmith,  residing  at  the  foot  of  London  bridge,  wai 
broken  open  and  robbed  of  upwards  of  150  gold  and  silver  waichet 
besides  a  number  of  silver  snuff-boxes,  a  quantity  of  foreign  coin,  con. 
sisting  of  doubloons,  dollars,  rupees,  five-franc  pieces,  English  coins  fev  the 
cabinet,  and  a  quantity  of  jewellery,  altogether  to  the  value  of  upwards 
of  1,000/.  Mr  Hatton  generally  goes  out  of  town  on  a  Sunday.  On  this 
occasion,  it  appears,  there  was  no  servant  left  to  guard  the  premises,  and 
it  is  supposed  that  the  robbery  was  effected  during  the  storm  on  Sunday 
afternoon.  From  some  apparatus  which  was  left  behind,  and  other  cir¬ 
cumstances,  no  doubt  is  entertained  that  it  was  perpetrated  by  thieves  of 
the  highest  class  and  discipline.  They  were  probably  apprehensive  of 
Mr  Hatton's  return,  as  they  left  several  drawers,  containing  the  most 
valuable  property,  untouched  ;  and  they  left  also  mucii  property  which 
they  had  displaced,  and  was  perfectly  portable.  No  trace  has  been 
discovered  for  pursuit.  Depredations  on  Sunday  afternoons  have  of  late 
rapidly  increased  in  the  City. 

The  manufactory  of  Thomas  Houldsworth,  Esq.  in  Lever  street,  Man- 
Chester,  was  robbed  on  the  Ifith  inst.  in  a  very  ingenious  manner.  It  is 
the  custom  of  the  house  to  procure  on  Friday  the  cash  required  for  the 
payment  of  wages  on  Saturday  ;  and  on  that  day  800/.  chiefly  in  gold 
and  silver,  was  locked  up  in  the  iron  safe  in  the  counting-house,  and  all 
the  keys  were  carried  home  by  the  cashier  in  the  evening.  At  ten  o'clock 
the  extra-watchman, 'always  employed  on  that  particular  night,  let  him¬ 
self  into  the  counting-house,  and  remained  there  all  night  without  noti¬ 
cing  anything  unusual.  About  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning,  one  of  the 
clerks  went  into  the  counting-house,  happened  to  take  hold  of  the  handle 
of  the  safe-door,  and  discovered  that  the  door  was  open,  and  the  cash- 
drawers  missing.  The  empty  cash-drawers  were  soon  found  in  a  cotton- 
cellar  beneath  the  counting-house,  the  door  of  which  must  have  been 
unlocked  and  locked  again  by  the  robbers.  As  the  locks  of  the  safe  and 
cash-drawers  had  sustained  no  injury  whatever,  and  as  they  were  of  too 
complicated  a  nature  to  be  opened  by  pick-locks  or  common  skeleton 
keys,  the  robbers  must  have  been  provided  with  very  good  keys  for  the 
purpose;  and  the  robbery  must  have  been  committed  between  eight 
o'clock,  when  the  work  people  left  their  employ,  and  ten,  when  the 
watchman  went  into  the  counting-house. 

Tre  Floods. — A  traveller  in  the  northern  counties  says,— “  Almost  all 
the  rivers  in  Cumberland,  Northumberland,  Durham,  Yorkshire,  Lanca¬ 
shire,  Nottinghamshire,  Lincolnshire,  &c.  swelled  to  an  extent  unpre 
cedenfed  at  thi**  period  of  the  year,  and,  where  the  banks  allowed  if, 
flooded  the  adjoining  country.  Scarcely  an  instance  can  be  referred  to, 
of  such  a  sudden  destruction  of  the  farmer's  hopes.  I  have  seen  arable 
and  meadow  land,  almost  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach,  converted  from  a 
luxuriant  garden  into  a  vast  lake,  the  hay  floating  in  corrupted  masses  on 
its  surface.  Fields  of  wheat  are  driven  and  laid  as  flat  as  if  trampled 
by  a  herd  of  cattle.  Manufactories  have  been  undermined  and  over¬ 
thrown  which  had  stood  for  years.  Bridges  have  been  swept  away,  and 
small  buildings  have  shared  the  same  fate.  The  new  bridge  building  at 
Cockermouth,  beneath  the  old  arch,  vanished  in  a  night. 

Shipwreck. — The  brig  Catherine  and  Hannah,  of  Sunderland,  Capf. 
Lumsden,  fell  in,  on  the  4lh  of  May,  with  a  boat  belonging  to  the  Superb 
of  Brif^tol,  which  had  run  foul  of  an  iceberg,  and  had  been  stove  in 
forward.  The  boat,  with  seven  men,  had  left  the  Superb  in  a  sinking 
state,  there  being  a  schooner  in  sight ;  but  the  weather  coming  on  thick, 
they  could  neither  regain  their  own  ship  nor  find  the  schooner,  and  wert 

thus  adrift  on  the  ocean  without  provisions,  water,  masts,  sails,  or  any¬ 
thing  except  two  oars  !  In  this  state  they  were  buflfetied  about  for  elev^ 
days,  when  they  were  fallen  in  with  by  the  Catherine  and  Hannah,  Of 
the  seven  men,  only  two  were  alive.  Five  had  died,  and  on  their  bodiw 
the  others  subsisted,  their  blood  affording  drink!  Capt.  Lumsden  twk 
the  living  men  on  board,  but  one  of  them  survived  only  24  hours.  Toe 
other  is  so  much  frost-bitten,  that  it  is  thought  his  legs  roust  be  irnpu- 
tated,  and  his  recovery  is  doubtful. 

On  Friday  week  a  whirlwind  did  much  damage  in  the  fens  near  Bod®**. 
A  smalt  cloud  seemed  suddenly  to  descend  in  the  shape  of  a  column, 
and  as  suddenly  a  similar  cloud  appeared  to  rise  from  the  earth :  the  two 
joined,  and  formed  a  vast  column  forty  yards  in  breadth,  reaching 'to® 
the  earth  to  the  clouds.  It  was  quite  black,  and  at  a  distance  resem 
smoke.  The  column  advanced  rapidly  from  south  to  north-east, accom¬ 
panied  by  a  loud  rushing  sound,  which  sometimes  resembled 
charge  of  artillery.  It  took  up  a  quantity  of  manure,  which  w^^ 
lafmurers  were  spreading,  and  carried  some  of  it  above 
beat  down  large  tracks  of  corn  ;  drew  up  and  afterwards  disclisrgoo 
large  body  of  water;  lifted  up  a  heavy  cart,  which  was  flung 
the  earth  forty  yards  off,  with  such  force  that  the  shafts  penptrsie 
feet  into  the  ground;  and  did  the  same  by  a  huge  heavy  roller, 
level  ploughed  land.  It  also  tore  up  by  the  roots  a  lar^  *P^*j**k^’*io- 
killed  15  geese  and  a  number  of  pigeons,  by  first  raising  and  then 
lently  throwing  them  down.  .
